weight championship battle 
be­ 
tween Jeffries and Johnson, ob­ 
tained W illard ’s signature to 
a 
set of articles to tight any 
op­ 
ponent 
selected 
for him. 
He 
agreed to box 
any 
number 
of 
rounds up to forty. 
The 
match 
will be decided next July 
prob­ 
ably on the fourth. 
Willard will receive $ I OC,OOO 
win, lose or draw. 
The champion came to 
terms 
with Rickard tonight after 
two 
days of arguing. 
Rickard 
said 
that 
either 
Georges Carpentier, tho French 
heavy-weight or Jack 
Dempsey, 
who has been 
clamoring 
for 
a 
match with the champion, 
will 
be Willard's opponent. 
Rickard 
reserved the right, however, 
to 
wait until March 25 before m ak­ 
ing the selection. 
The place for 
holding the battle will he named 
sixty days before the contest. 
The contest will be

that Willard has fought since he 
met Frank Moran of Pittsburgh in 
New York in March, 1916.

IS JURY'S FINDING

LONDON, Jan. 24— A coro ner’s 
jury today brought Iii a verdict 
of wilful murder against L ieut­ 
enant Colonel Norman Cecil R uth­ 
erford of the medical corps of the 
Brtish army in connection with 
the death of Major Miles Charles 
Seton, who was shot and killed 
Jan. 13. 
A detective testified th a t after 
the arrest of Lieutenant Colonel 
Rutherford, he wrote a le tte r to 
his wife saying: 
“I am sorry. 
The w orst pos­ 
sible has 
happened: 
Seton is 
dead.” 
Mrs. (Rutherford's maid testi­ 
fied that during the absence of 
Colonel Rutherford 
in 
France 
Major Seton several times visited 
house 
a n d re­ 
mained there for week-ends. 


Major Seton was killed a t the 
residence of his cousin, 
M. <’. 
Seton, secretary of the judicial 
department of the Indian office. 
Theshooting caused a sensation 
In (British military circles. Major 
Si ton formerly was in the Brtish 
ajmy medical service. 
Colonel Rutherford at th e time 
the shooting was commissioner 
medical service in the m inistry 
o# national service. 
'Ile received 
the distinguished service o rder 
in 1917 while serving w ith the 
British forces in France. 
Mrs. 
Rutherford Is Alice Maude Mary 
a daughter of Sir James Roberts. 
The Rutherfords have six chil­ 
dren.

PARIS, Jan. 24.— (By The As­ 
sociated Press.)— A series of in­ 
ternational events of the highest 
order took form today at meet­ 
ings of the council of tile great 
powers and the 
military 
com­ 
m anders on all the fronts. These 
may be summed up as follows: 
First: 
The issuance c«f a sol­ 
emn warning to the world that 
the possession of territory gain­ 
ed by force will seriously preju­ 
dice the claims of those who use 
such means and set up sovereignty 
by coercion. This declaration was 
framed by President Wilson. 
Second: 
The appointment of 
a commission of the highest mili­ 
tary 
authority, 
including 
the 
British minister cf war. Marshal 
Foch, General Diaz and General 
Tasker H. Bliss to carry forward 
early demobilization and establish 
proportionate allied and associat­ 
ed forces on the western front. 
Third: 
Discussion of territor­ 
ial claims on conquered German 
colonies with hearings of inter­ 
est to Australia, 
New 
Zealand 
and South Africa on German East 
Africa and 
the 
German 
island 
groups of the Pacific. 
Fourth: 
Approval of the coun­ 
cil of the striking of a medal for 
all troops taking part in the war. 
Fifth: 
Authorization 
of 
M. 
Pichon, the French foreign secre­ 
tary to draft instructions for the 
Joint mission which is about to 
proceed lo Poland. 
Difficult Problems 
The foregoing embrace some of 
the most difficult questions before 
the peace conference and with the 
projected action L r tomorrow on 
the league of nations, indemni­ 
ties, punishments, labor and in­ 
ternational highways, it, goes far 
toward clearing the slate of most 
of the large subjects before the 
conference. 
W hile the solemn warning with 
regard to the gaining of territory 
by force specified no countries. 
it covered broadly the w arring el­ 
ements in the Ukraine and those 
around Vilna and Lemberg, where 
bombardments have occurred and 
also in the Caucasus where the 
new Georgian republic is fighting 
the new Armenian republic; also 
Serbian inroads on Montenegro, 
as well as territorial occupation 
along the eastern 
Adriatic, 
in 
Thrace and in Poland. 
Some of these situations already 
have brougln protests and other 
protests are expected so th a t the 
great poweis decided to enunci­ 
ate the principle that possession 
by force places a cloud on title. 
The creation of a military com­ 
mission ’ for 
proportioning the 
troops on 
the 
western 
front 
brings the 
vlborous 
figure 
of 
W inston Spencer Churchill to the 
conference. 
The sentim ent 
of 
the council was strongly for de­ 
mobilization with the least possi­ 
ble delay. 
There is reason to be­ 
lieve also th at the commission 
will carrv out the plans already 
before the war 
departm ent 
In 
W ashington for the 
return 
of 
American troops homeward as ra­ 
pidly as transportation 
permits 
and that there will be no increase 
in the American 
proportion 
of 
troops in the occupied regions. 
While the hearing on the Ger­ 
man colonies was confined to the 
British 
dominions, 
Japan 
was 
represented on the council anil ex­ 
pects to bo heard in due time 
concerning some of the German 
Pacific groups and Kiau-Chow. 
B ritish Have Important Proposal 
It Is understood that the Brit­ 
ish 
contemplate 
an 
important 
proposal by which such problems 
as the German colonies, Mesopo­ 
tam ia and Palestine will be sub­ 
mitted to the league or nations, 
in order to avoid loss of time and 
territorial demand incompatible 
with the principles of the league. 
The second plenary session of 
tho peace 
conference 
at 
three 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon will 
have the league of nations as its 
foremost topic. 
This will he fol­ 
lowed by the four questions— 
labor, Indemnities, 
punishments 
and highways, as previously de­ 
fined. 
David Lloyd George, the Brit­ 
ish premier, will make the open­ 
ing presentation of a plan. for a 
league of nations 
in 
a 
brief 
speech, dealing largely with prin­ 
ciples and leaving the details for 
the commission. 
The part President Wilson will 
take in tomorrow’s session of the 
conference lias not yet been defin­ 
itely announced.

over Odessa, the Crimea and Seb­ 
astopol. 
It is announced in government 
circles th a t the controversy with

Semen off, the antUBol- 
shevik leader in the region of 
Chita is in a fair way to a set­ 
tlement of a commission to try 
charges 
against him 
and has 
signified 
his readiness to 
Jain 
General Dutoff in 
fighting 
the 
Bolshevik!. 
It is understood that

Semenoff has informed 
Admiral Kolchak that lie was the 
victim of a misunderstanding.

Allied officers in Omsk continue 
their good offices in the interest 
of a settlement.

augurated a settled regime and 
that Insurrections and civil con­ 
flicts in non-Bolshevik Russia are 
at an end. 
There is an unanimous feeling 
that a powerful personality like 
Admiral Kolchak is necessary to 
carry th e government over the 
present crisis. 
If he succeeds in 
holding and 
strengthening 
his 
position in the next six months 
these observers believe 
he will 
have form ed tho n u d e tis of an 
orderly 
and permanent regimes, 
whatever political form it may 
eventually assume. 
The corres­

Omsk du rin g the services Satur­ 
day n ig ht and found them all 
crowded.

Illinois.

adopted a ju ry was selected which 
consisted of the Board of Educa­ 
tion, two architects chosen, viz.: 
Thomas E. Talmadge and Dave T. 
Stephens, J r., the Superintendent 
of Schools and also “ th e Archi­ 
tectural Advisor, Harry K. Hols- 
man, who was authorized to be 
present b u t without the right to 
vote. 
R o yer Plans Selected 


This Jury so composed was to 
pass upon the merits of the plans 
and draw ings submitted 
by the 
competing architects. No question 
has been raised as to th e steps 
taken up to the time when the 
jury met fo r the purpose of pass­ 
ing upon th e plans and drawings 
and m aking its award. 
T he jury 
met and m ade 
its selection of 
plans and drawings submitted to 
it. Under th e methods of proced­ 
ure adopted in the program, the 
plans and drawings submitted by 
J. W. R oyer were selected. 
The 
plans selected were designated as 
number three. 
One of the provis­ 
ions of th e program which refer 
to the m ethod of the selection of 
the plans, 
provided 
as follows: 
“The ju ry will proceed to select 
the set of drawings which they 
deem best and which shall con­ 
form In all respects to the duties 
and requirem ents of this program. 
“After th e 
jury has made its 
selection, th e architectural advis­ 
or will deliver to the ju ry the 
sealed envelope 
which bears the 
number 
corresponding 
to 
the 
number of the designated selec­ 
tion, and will open the same and 
read the nam e of the author. The 
opening of the envelope and the 
reading of the name of th e author 
will automatically close th e con­ 
tract between him and th e owner, 
printed 
as part 
three 
hereof.’ 
Part three referred to, contains 
the terms and conditions of the 
contract. 


Assuming that all steps leading 
up to the tim e of the selection by 
the jury of the plans, have been 
complied w ith; 
the question on 
which you ask advice is whether 
or not u n d e r the records of the 
proceedings of 
your 
board and 
the 
circumstances 
detailed 
by 
members of your board, a legal 
contract now exists 
between the 
board and J. W. Royer, architect. 
Mr. Royer 
having 
m ost nearly 
ocmplied w ith all of th e manda­ 
tory provisions contained in the 
program, the board adopted for 
its guidance, and his plans having 
been accepted by 
a vote of the 


jury, a legal contract resulted. 
The questions of bias o r preju­ 
dice and irregularities th a t have 
been mentioned as having taken 
place either before or a f te r the 
selection, are not in my opinion 
sufficient to vitiate the contract. 
There is no intimation o r charge 
m ade by anyone that the success­ 
ful competing 
architect, 
J. W. 
Royer, was connected w ith or re­ 
sponsible fo r any of th e things 
claimed to have been said o r done 
to influence th e jury to adopt his 
plans or reject others. 
Taking P la n s Not Im p o rtan t 
The fact th a t Mr. R oyer after 
th e selection of his plans, took 
th e same aw ay with him an d kept 
them for some days could not be 
regarded as a circumstance of suf­ 
ficient importance to vitiate the 
contract for the reason th a t the 
plans have been returned to the 
board in the same condition they 
were when he took them w ithout 
changes or 
interlineations; nor 
does it appear there was an y bad 
faith on his part in takin g 
the 
plans away w ith him for th e rea 
son he obtained permission from 
th e Superintendent of Schools to 
take the plans. 
It would serve no 
good purpose at this tim e to dis­ 
cuss the various questions of lr 
regularity th a t have been raised 
unless they w ere of sufficient im 
portance w hen 
fairly considered 
to i^void the contract. In m y opin­ 
ion they are n o t of such character. 
I advise, therefore, 
th a t the 
board arrange for a m eeting with 
Mr. Royer a t an early date for the 
completion of all the details of the 
contract agreed upon. 
Respectfully submitted, 
Owen P. Thompson 
Jan. 20th, 1919. 
The secretary announced that 
she had been requested to tele­ 
phone Mr. R oyer to send tw o cop 
ies of a contract 
which would be 
satisfactory to him to sign and he 
had done so and it was read. 
It 
was discussed at some length, by 
sections, some alterations and ad­ 
ditions suggested and the contract 
as revised by the board no t the 
secretary w as directed to submit 
to Judge Thompson and if approv­ 
ed by him to be returned to the 
board to be revised according to 
the opinions of

submitted to the 
board. 
If ap­ 
proved then th e president and sec­ 
retary were directed to sign two 
copies and send them to Mr. Roy­ 
er, and if he approves he will sign 
one and re tu rn it to th e board 
and keep th e other; if not, then 
a further conference will be held.
